Sir: Our enlightened brothers 
in Britafn complala that Hong- 
kung women work excessively 
long hours In factories and re- 
ports have been published in 
the newspapers saying that 

overnment is considering legis~ 
ation to control conditions of 
employment in the Covony. — ' 

How, one wonders, Jf legisla~ 
tlon is possible, will this affect 
the cmployment of amahs who 
work considerably longer hours 
than any factory employee. 

My own amah ls In the flat 
usually at seven every morning 
and docs not leave until after 
nine o'clock at night. Ig we 
have a dinner party. she stays... 
untll 11 o'clock, I-don’t think 
my own case is ony diffcrent 
from thousands of houscholds in 
the Colony. és 

If householders ore forced to 
observe shorter hours for cmaha 
this will entail conalderable 
hardship in the home, partlcu- 
larly where there are children. 

Could Government enlighten 
us an this point?

He added that this io 
more or (css universal whera 
servants. oro employed, 

The working hours of women 
in industry and factorie3 are 
governed by regulations and 
they are coly allowed 40 work a 
maximum of 11% hours a doy 
jn tho spinning industry and 
in the manufacture of knitted 
goods they work an average 
«of nine to 12 hours a day.
